Nixon, Soviet Leaders 
To Meet In Moscow 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Prest 
dent Nixon announced today he 
will take part in a summit 
meeting in Moscow in the latter 
part of May after his China trip 
because there is a climate now 
for making some progress on 
mutual problems. 
Tile announcement was made 
jointly here and in Moscow, 
Nixon said. 
Nixon said the aim was for 
“ better relations” between the 
United States and the Soviet 
Union. 
Any 
speculation 
that 
this visit and the one to China 
were planned to affect each 
other in any way “would be en­ 
tirely inaccurate,” he said. 
The summit meeting w'as set 
for May, Nixon said at a White 
House 
news 
conference, 
be­ 
cause it was agreed with Soviet 
leaders that there was a basis 
for an agenda in which there 
was a possibility “of making 
significant 
progress” 
by 
a 
meeting and by discussions “at 
the highest level.” 
An announcement carried by 
Tass in Moscow said: 
“The leaders of the Soviet 
Union and the United States 
agreed during an exchange of 
opinions in the course of last 
year that a meeting would be 
desirable between them about 
achievement of sufficient prog­ 
ress in taiks at a lower level. 
In the light of the progress 
made recently in bilateral and 
multilateral 
talks 
involving 
both 
sides, 
agreement 
was 
reached that such a meeting is 
to be held in Moscow' in the 
second half of May 1972. 
“The leaders of the Soviet 
Union and President Nixon will 
examine all the principal ques­ 
tions with a view to further im­ 
proving bilateral relations be­ 
tween 
their 
countries 
and 
strengthening tile prospects of 
universal peace.” The Tass dis­ 
patch carried no elaboration. 
In Washington, Nixon said he 
expects to meet with Soviet 
Chairman Leonid Brezhnev and

Nixon said Secretary of State 
Wiliam P. Rogers and national 
security affairs adviser Henry

him on the trip.

vember. 
But he added. “The Ameri­

Nixon said the move to a 
summit primarily was made

HAMPTON, Va. (AP) — 'The 
fighting spirit that made Lt. 
Gen. Lewis B. “Chesty” Puller 
the most decorated man in Ma­ 
rine Corps history was best 
demonstrated in Korea when, 
with his troops surrounded by 
Chinese Communists, he told 
saibordinates: 
“ T h o s e 
poor 
bastards. 
They’ve got us just where we 
want them. We can shoot in ev­ 
ery direction now.” 
When Puller died of pneu­ 


monia Monday night at the age 
of 73 and after a lengthy ill­ 
ness, he left behind a string of 
medals and honors as long as 
his military record. 
Puller’ 
fighting 
spirit 
was 
demonstrated even in his later 
years. 
In 1965, when at the age of 65 
Puller requested, and was de­ 
nied, reactivation for service in 
Vietnam, he said it was “ in the 
knowledge that I am physically 
fit, young enough in years and 


qualified by experience for fur­ 
ther service to the U.S. Marine 
Corps and my country.”

No l l ft A comPendium that went to 
1 W‘ 1 IO press in 1871, The Great-In­ 
dustries of the United States; An Historical 
Summary of the Origin, Growth, and Perfec­ 
tion of the Chief Industrial Arts of This 
Country had a chapter revealing- perfection 
had not been achieved in the confectionary 
industry. Not from the consumer standpoint. 
Adulterants, false flavors and colorings, “fill­ 
ers” harmful to digestive systems if not 
teeth, were being used freely. 
A reference to use of gum arabic for elas­ 
ticity is suggestive it fostered ‘chewing-gum* 
** * popular product, although such a ‘chew* 
went back to colonial times. Indians were 
found to use coagulated juices or slivers of 
some evergreen trees to slake thirst during 
hunting trips or raids. Revolutionary soldiers 
were said to resort to it as a hunger-appcas- 
er when rations were gone, as at Valley Forge. 


A. chewing-gum was made at Portland, 
Me., as early as 1848 for John Curtis, as 
a promised teeth-cleaner and health-aid. 
Curtis was credited with opening a new 
world of huckstering cross-country as a com­ 
mercial traveler for a product, which had 
paraffin as a base, spruce as flavoring. Chi­ 
cle, or latex from a Central American tree 
brought to the U S. as a substitute for rub­ 
ber, was put into chewing-gum first initially 
by Thomas Adams, of Jersey City, without 
enticing flavor* such as W. F. Semple of ML 
Vernon, Ohio, concocted. 
How much chewing-gum flavors and varie­ 
ties proliferated is indicated in an astonish­ 
ing new treatise, Incredible Collectors, Weird 
Antiques, and Odd Hobbies, by Bill Car­ 
michael (pub. by Prentice-Hall). He avers, 
“JKloise Rogers, of Claremore, Oklahoma, 
collected bubble-gum wrappers for years, all 
the while under the impres­ 
sion that she was the only 
one in the world who did 
so. Miss Rogers was proud 
owner of more than two 
thousand gum - wrappers 
when she read someone had 
presented the Metropolitan 
Museum of Art in New 
York with twelve thousand 
gum-wrappers.” 
A wholly different, but 
related collectors’ item, the 
tags from plug-tobacco. 
As indicated [<-*] Ynkbn 
trail begot gold for an op­ 
portunist chewing - gum 
merchandiser. Collectors 
vie for such old wrappers.

AMTRAK Ride Described

The name sounds like a wild 
beast from South America or 
perhaps Tibet but it is the 
modern version of the American 
iron horse as applied to railway 
passenger transportation. 
For 
you see this is the system that 
the U.S. Government operates 
u n d e r 
contract with 
the 
railroads. 
So when 
I read 
that 
the 
AMTRAK 
system 
was 
to 
inaugurate 
service 
between 
Parkersburg 
W. 
Va. 
and 
Washington 
I). 
C. 
in 
early 
September I developed an itch 
to ride this strange animal. So 
using the excuse that I needed 
a vacation and wanted to tour 
our nation’s capital 
I 
made 
arrangements 
to 
ride 
AM­ 
TRAK’* Trains 5 and 8. 
My wife, Louise, and I went 
to Parkersburg Oct. 4 to get 
our reservations and arrange 
for a place to leave the car 
while we went to Washington. 
At the ticket window there was 
a card giving the fares to the 
various stations 
and a notice 
of a number which one could 
call 
at 
Washington 
for 
ad­ 
ditional information. 
However, there was no one 
there to give 
any direct 
in­ 
formation at the Parkersburg 
Depot. We asked a baggage 
employee of the B&O if he could 
give us any information and he 
said he knew little about the 
train except that it was placed 
on the siding beside the depot 
building and that we could buy 
tickets on the rain when we 
boarded 
it. 
So we 
made 
arrangements with the parking 
garage 
across 
the 
street to 
leave 
the 
car 
and 
returned 
home. 
* • • 
WE were on hand Wednesday 
morning 
at 
the depot 
and 
boarded the train for departure 
at 7:15 a m. The train consisted 
of a diesel locomotive and two 
passenger coaches. The C&O 
Railroad controls the B&O and 
the 
two 
coaches were 
C&O 
equipment in a good state of 
repair. It made a very nice 
train 
albeit a short one 
in 
comparison to passenger trains 
of former days. Little cardboard 
s t r i p s 
with 
the 
lettering 
‘Welcome 
Aboard B&O-C&O” 
were fastened to the top of the 
back of each seat. We had a 
pleasant 
surprise when 
the 
Conductor — Clyde Fry — came 
along to collect the fare. We 
had noted that it would be $20 
per person to Washington D. C. 
However, we were informed 
that the family plan permitted 
Louise to ride for half fare. 
(Children under 5 would be free 
and older children on fourth 
fare). So I thought $30 for both 
of us to D. C. was reasonable 
enough. Four passengers in two 
coaches provides a lot of room 
to 
move 
around 
in 
if one 
becomes fidgety. We picked up 
two 
more 
passengers 
at 
Clarksburg W. Va. (about 80 
miles east of Parkersburg) and 
a few others at various stations 
on eastward. 
The night before our depar­ 
ture our genial plenipotentiary 
am bassador of good will and 
public relations 
for the Cir­ 
cleville 
Pumpkin 
Show, 
Jim 
Shea, had given me several free 
tickets to the Pumpkin Show 
and requested that I give one 
to “ Richard.” Well I didn t get 
to see the President but I did 
get to tour the Whitehouse 
so 
I had to confine my efforts 
to 
giving Rep. Chalmers Wylie and 
his administrative assistant one 
each. 
I told Rep. Wylie that we rode 
t h e 
AMTRAK 
train 
to 
Washington and he (old me that 
he / had 
been 
a 
former 
railroader, 
as 
were 
several 
members of his family, before 
he switched to politics. 
I told him we thought he was 
doing 
a 
good 
job. 
I 
also 
suggested 
to 
him 
that 
the 
government should make use of 
the AMTRAK trains by • using 
them for transportation of mail 


which would help them pay 
their way and would reduce the 
congestion of highways. He said 
this was an interesting idea that 
he would check out. He was 
interested in the Pumpkin Show 
and maybe he will make it. 
This train carried a crew of 
f o u r ; 
Engineer, 
Fireman, 
C o n d u c t o r and Trainman 
(flagm an). The Conductor and 
Trainman wore the traditional 
blue suits with the B&O insignia 
with the dome of the nation's 
capital on their gold colored 
pins. In addition they wore a 
badge with AMTRAK on it with 
the 
AMTRAK 
insignia. 
This 
insignia 
looks like an arrow 
without a head in blue and red 
on a white background 
* • * 
CLYDE Fry, the conductor 
was a friend and neighbor of 
Paul Starr and his mother and 
father. He spoke very highly of 
the Starrs and remarked what 
a fine band the elder Starr had. 
I am sure Circleville was im­ 
pressed with Paul Starr Jr. 
The Trainman was .Andrew 
Bennett and I gave each of 
these gentlemen a ticket to the 
Pumpkin Show'. They said they 
had always wanted to come to j 
this event and they would he 
off duty on the last day and 
would be there. Jim, it does | 
pay to advertise. 
When the B&O operated these 
trains, two crews were used 
b e t w e e n 
Parkersburg 
and 
Washington. Now the Govern­ 
ment uses four crews. Since the 
running time is about 9Vi hours 
this divides up into a pretty 
nice working day for the crews 
but 
economically

be 
made to pay? 
Statements have been issued 
that the train is to be operated 
for 
a 
year 
at 
least. 
At 
C l a r k s b u r g an attendant 
boarded the train to take care 
of the small diner in one end 
of a coach. It had a snack bar 
and the 
attendant sold very 
good coffee. The dining tables 
had red and white checked table 
cloths andf there was carpeting 
on the floor. The doors dividing 
the coaches were a type where 
one only had to push slightly 
and 
they 
would 
slide 
hack 
automatically. 
V e r y 
nice 
equipment for this little train. 
N e a r i n g 
Silver 
Spring, 
Maryland, I was sitting at a 
window 
watching 
the 
coun 
tryside when 
I 
saw a rock 
thrown from the brush along 
the side of the track and it 
hit the coach I was riding in 
a 
few 
seats 
ahead 
of 
me. 
Fortunately it was not 
high 
enough to hit a window but a 
sizeable rock thrown into the 
metal coach made an awful 
racket. A few days ago a rock 
broke the 
windshield of the 
locomotive we were told. The 
Trainm an 
said 
it 
was 
like 
Vietnam. What has happened to 
the spirit of our country when 
vandals delight 
in destroying 


anything that is constructive 
On the return trip leaving 
Washington at 4:15 p.m. 
on 
F r i d a y 
and 
arriving 
at 
Parkersburg at about 2:15 a.m. 
Saturday we heard another rock 
thrown into a coach in this 
area. These were about the only 
unpleasant aspects of the whole 
trip. 
The 
forests 
are 
just 
beginning to turn with the first 
blush 
of 
autumn 
with

flames of color shooting

among the 
green foliage. It 
should be really beautiful in a 
week or so. 
I hope that the Government 
can find a solution to all of 
AMTRAK’s problems as I would 
consider it a privilege to ride 
this animal again.
